.ABSTRACT 

The development and content of the Farly Education 
Screening Test Battery are described elsewhere (TM 000 184). This 
report provides norms for the Gross Motor Test (GMO) , Visual-Motor 
Integration (VMT) , four scales of the Illinois Test of 
Psycholinguistic Abilities (ITPA) , Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test 
(PPVT) , and the Behavior Rating Scale (BPS). For each test, tables 
are includ’d which allow one to obtain the age eouivalent, 
psychol inauist ic aqe, mental age, standard deviation, standard score, 
or TO score, as required, from the raw test scores. Tables are also 
orovided which allow one to interpret these derived scores in ter^s 
of developmental skill level--very superior, superior, high 
borderline, etc. A profile sheet on which the latter results may be 
graphed is included. With a completed profile, a teacher can 
determine a child's strengths and weaknesses at a glance. (DG)

OVERVIEW 



The selection of tests to Identify basio perceptual ar.d cognitive 
strengths and weaknesses in young children was an outgrowth of a U.S.O.S, 
Prokindergarten-Kindorgarten research study conducted over a two year 
period (l, 2, 3» h, ?)• The resulting Early Education Soroening Test 
Battery (6) provides a short, objective instrument for the assessment of 
motor, auditory, visual, visual-motor, language, and cognitive skill develop- 
ment. The Battery also includes a subjective evaluation of behavior with 
an i ntra- interpersonal relations scale. The tests, together with the 
reoorsmended order of testing, are listed in Table 1. The present booklet 
provides oriteria and norms for personalizing program recommendations.

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DEVELOPMENT OP CRITERIA 



In the general population! moat ohildren soore about average for ago 
on noet tests* Some eoore considerably higher or lower than avorago, and 
a few obtain extremoly high or low eoores. The extent of deviation of a 
ohild's soore from the average oan be Interpreted atatietioally in terms 
of the standard deviation (SD) of a partioular aooro abovo or below the 
mean eoore earned by ohildren of the same age. A Standard Sooro (SS), 
based on the standard deviation, also oan be ueed for thie purpose. 

Figure 1 presents this concept graphically. In using the Soreening Test 
Battery, a knowledge of both concepts is neoessaiy because four of the 
tests are interpretated by standard deviation (SD), while the revised 
ITPA us es standard scores (SS). 

In terns of standard deviation, ohildren oan be designated as average 
(-1.16 to +1.16 S.D.), high borderline (+1.17 to +1.50 SD), superior to 
very superior (+1.51 SD and above), low borderline (-1.17 to -1.50 SD), 
deficient to very defieiont (-1.51 SD and below). The corresponding 
standard scores areJ average (30 to h2 SS), high borderline (h3 to U5 SS), 
superior to very superior (u6 SS and above), low borderline (29 to 27 SS), 
defioient to very defioient (26 SS and below).

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TEST NORMS AND PROFILE 
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INTERPRETING THE TEST NORMS 



Norms are presented for each test in the Early Education Test Battery- 
in the order they appear from left to right on tho Profile (page 29). 

For each test, the age equivalent (AE)*, psycholingulstic age ( PLA } , mental 
age (HA), standard deviation (SD), standard score (SS), or intelligence 
quotient (IQ), as required, can be obtained directly from the raw score. 

In using the tables of norms, care should be taken that the correct 
page is located before a score is interpreted as the method of presenting 
the figures necessarily varies from test to test. 

The Gross Motor Test (GMO) and Visual-Motor Integration (VIET) provide 
age equivalents separately for boys and girls and standard deviations both 
by age group and by sex. 

For the Illinois Test of Psycholinguist!© Abilities ( J TPA ' , the sar.o 
figures are used for both sexes in obtaining tho psycholinguist i c ages 
and standard scores, but standard scores are also arranged by age groups. 

The Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test (PPVT, provides mental age3 for 
both sexes in a single table. Hie intelligence quotients and standard 
deviations are arranged by age group, the same Table being used for both 
sexes. 

For the Behavior Rating Scale (BRS), standard deviations are given 
for boys and girls separately between 3 years, 10 months and *» years, 

9 months. As behavior did not seen to correlate with increasing ago, 
no ago noims could be developed. 

A careful check of the information supplied for each test will enhance 
the accuracy of interpreting the raw scores.

COMPLETING THE TEST PROFILE 



A Profile sheet should be completed for eaoh child tested. Ihe 
Profile provides 3pace at the top to record the child’s legal nano (last 
name first), school, sex, exaniner(s) name, date of te3t administration, 
birthdate. age (in years and months), and program recommendations (major 
and minor). 

At the bottom of the sheet space is provided to record the raw 
scorej standard deviation or standard score j and psycholinguistic ago, 
ago equivalent, or mental age. (No age score is available for behavior 
rating.) 3he I.Q. should be recorded under the letters PPVT. 

When all test scores have been recorded, the points for each test 
indicated by the standard deviation or standard score should be designated 
and connected. From the completed Profile, a child's strengths and weak- 
nesses (superior, high borderline, average, low borderline, deficient) 
can be determined at a glance. 

A sample profile is illustrated in Figure 2. 
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
